This large infui^ion of 
panic-Hfrii kcn p«H)i)lc into the city i 
population spreads u contagion of alarm 
and the forcv and proximity of the iu 
snnection becomes more real to the 
mind of HaTaoa every hoar.

Nkw York, Jan. 7. —A special to Tin 
Jouruai from Havana ways: The insur- 
gent annite are in idght of Havana, and 
the forcing of muskets and cauuou is 
plainly felt in the eastern snburbs. The 
trains that can he ko^^*'" i'»f'> the i-ity 
on t:ie lew railroads that have not jet 
been destroyed by tlie patriots are loati- 
ed with ref"gee« from the sorroaudiug 
.cities and villages. Hundred ) of flelo 
hands also have arrived in Havana with 
their families. Some of the»« men 
they saw the iiuargeats blow up a raU' 
road bridge wimediateiy aft^ the train 
had crossed within a few miles irom 
the olty. 

Hnnoreds of families iu the subm-ts 
and in the rity have abaudoued theii- 
homes Mid are crowdiiig the quay, 
watohiilg with blawoliea and eager 
faces, for steamers to take them from 
the dty. AH sorts of emft is being 
utilized by the refugees, who offer ti.ei: 
last peseta, so long a.s the owner in will- 
ing to keep them from shore. The 
8teamert« wljicl) have oieuied are crowd* 
ed to their utmost capacity with fleeing 
imsHengertt. 

All the plantations in the vicinity of 
liavaiiu have suspended grounding;, 
with tlie c.vi e])tinii of the Toledo ca)ie- 
lields. 'I his aim tlie ailviiiice of the in- 
HUi'gents has caused an alarming exiKliui 
of families to Manune and the huger

PENSION FUND REDUCED. 

Apprnprlnttonii 8<?nled l>nmi by tlia Hub- 
CemtDitteK. 

WA0HINOTON, Jan. 7.—Tlie rabcom- 
Aitfcee of an^qpitetioa in ohargv of the 
peaaian appropriatiou bill has completed 
the oonsidera^on of the bill, and 'will 
report it to the full committee t<inior- 
row. The bill will probably come be- 
fore the house next week. The bill car- 
ries about •187,000.000. a decrease of a 
little over |S,0(lb,000 from the estimates 
sobaiitted by the oomteissioner. This 
rednotion was made beraase the total 
'appropriation of $140,000,000 was not 
expended last year, and from the belief, 
based upon tigures, that the high-tide 
figures for pension appropriation ha<l 
been parsed and that from now on the 
am(nint expended will continually de- 
crea.s*'.

Bill llMMljr For Introdnetlon. 

Wv^HiMiiON. Jiin 7.— The senate 
conimiltee on tiiianee, almost iiniuedi- 
ately after it w<'nt into session, onlered 
a free coiuage bill to be reported tu the 
senate. It provides for the free and nn- 
limited coinage of silver at a ratio of !*> 
to 1, the coinage of the seigniorage in 
tiic tieasiirv. and tlie api)licatioii of that 
(■((inage to the payment of current and 
other obligations of the tr»»asury. 

.\ clause is also insertefl that directs 
the seoretaiy of the tretyjiu'y in redeem- 
ing both ti-easuiy notes ••id gr«'enbacks; 
to use his option in mleeming them in 
either gold or silver, and not take the 
option of the holder. 

The bill also provides for the retire- 
ment of all national bank notes of de- 
uuminations of less than flO and the 
Bubstitutiou therefor of silver certifi- 
rutee. the bank notes to be replaced by 
noteslif denominations above f 10. 

There wus no debate in the committee 
over the measure. It was read, and Hr. 
Voorhees (Dem., Ind.) moved that it le 
substituted for the boud bill that came 
from the house. This was done by a 
yea and uea vote. Hr. Woloott, who 
'was absent, being voted for the substi- 
tute.

The snbstonoe of tlieae reports, sus- 
tained by ittportant eivideuce, is tout 
British interesto are reachiug out for 
the control of the Nicaragna cam.l, ami 
that the government is Leiug urged to 
annul the chatter to the existing ooipor- 
ation. The reporto of British intr^Kiie 
in Nicaragna which have been sent to 
the state department, are likely to re- 
ceive serious attention before the trans- 
mission of the report of the Ninmiguu 
commission to congress, and may give 
a sensational tom to^he expected spe- 
cial message of the presideut on the

The Unite<l States, in case of rontm- 
veisy. might be obliged to take its stard 
ujx)!! broader grounds, and to object to 
any such iiitei-fi'rence in Central Amei- 
icaii affairs on the part of (ireat Eritain 
as it might ciiiisidi-r proper on its own 
self. If a Ijiitish syndicate should per- 
suade the Nicaraguan officials to annul 
their con< e-i.sioiis to the American com- 
pany and make new ones to a Hritisli 
company, a question would bepr»>sented 
ditferent f loni that presented iu Vene- 
zuela, accoding to President (^eve- 
Lind's definition of that (lucstion, in the 
particular that the United States niiKht 
feel called ufxiii to interfere without re- 
gard to the attitude of the existing {gov- 
ernment of the country affected. 

The Uiiiteo States, it is iH'lieved Jii 
snch a cuse. would not |M'rinit th«' Mon- 
r<H' (hx'trine to be constnied so narrow- 
ly as to justify the increase of Kuropean 
ls)wer in Central .Vnierica contrary to 
till' interests of the Unit<Hl .States, even 
with the consent of the officials who 
temporarily might shape the jKdicy of 
the couutiy in which such aggressions 
took plai'e. 

If the efforts of British capitalists to 
secure the annulment of the American 
chm-ter seem likely to produce tangible 
i-esolts, repi-esentations of a scrioun na- 
ture are likely to be made by the state 
de{)artment to the governments of both 
Nicaragua and Great Britain against 
extension of British iufln«noe m the 
construction of the canal. 

Nicaragna now without adiplo- 
matio representative iu the Uuited 
States, but full reporto of events in that 
conntiy are comii^ to the state depart- 
ment through American consular offl- 
cers, and aliiady are eiolting the anx- 
iety of tl)e offloenof theHaritime Oaiwl 
company. 

FOL'T LIVES SACRIFICED. 

The Cr*« of the KuKlrt Probably IrfMt at 
sea. 

New York, Jan. 7.— Four men, the 
crew of the Eaglet, have probably been 
lost. The little vessel was sighted ou 
Dec. 22 by the British steamship Hos- 
sasoil, which has just arrived hei-e. 
The Eaglet was pounding dismasteil iik 
a heavy sea and ajipeared to have lieen 
through a terrific storm. Crovihing- 
to her after deck were the four men. 
One of them was waving a British flag. 

To man and lower a boat txom the* 
Hassasoil meant certain death to those^ 
who would venture into it. As night 
was coming ou the captain of the Hms- 
asoil signalled that he would lie by un- 
til tht^ followiug morning. When morn- 
ing dawued, the Eaglet had disap- 
pmred. Nothing has been heard of her 
since. •

John Campbell, a deck hand on the 
towboat Fred Wilson, was struck by a 
parting cable and instantly killed .Sunday 
night, his neck being broken.

One of the noblest llguree in Indian 
biatory and one of tbe grealeat warrioca 
ia the Nea Perce Chief Joaeph. In thia 
same year, 1877, he bud resisted at- 
tempts to pnt him and his band on the 
Lapwai reserviition iu western Idaho 
and bad songht to carr,y all liis ])euple 
bmidreds of miles to Cunadu. He out- 
ran the fovoe that General Howard bad 
on hts trail, escaped from Big HoM, 
where (4oiieral (^n)hnn fonpht him, and 
afTiiin from (leiieral Stnrpis, who en- 
gaged him iu the Yellowstone valley. 
Sturgis had been sent out by Miles, and 
when the latter, on the eveuiug of Sept. 
19, heard what bad occurred, be atarted 
the aame night with all the available 
force of the Tongue river cantonment 
to head olT (Uiief Jusepb before he 
should reiich the border. 

Hard uiarehing br(jnght tlie command, 
on the last day of the m.iutb, to Jo- 
seph's village iu the Bear Paw munu- 
tains. The heroic attack was resisted 
with a vul'-ir - l.eroit-, and iu a short 
time C'nptaiii Hjle, Lieutenant Biddle 
and '22 soldit v were killed and 4 nfH- 
cers and US soldiets wonuded, among 
them being Lieutenant Baird of the. 
geueraPa ataff. One gallant charge by 
Captain Carter, with a email body 6t 
Fifth iufantry, had cost over a tliird of 
bis commaud. Promptly varying his 
plans, therefore, and adapting them to 
tbe sitaation, tbe general moved up hia 
artillery, and diapoaed tbe troopa ao aa 
to bold tbe Indiana niidar aieget with 
escape impossible. 

On the sixth day Chief Joseph ad- 
vanced to surrender. It was a scene for 
a painter, a typical scene in American 
history, when this noble looking war- 
rior, facing Geneial Milea, a worthy 
counterpart in mien and bearing, hand- 
ed his rifle to his white conqueror, and 
with impressive dignity pointed to the 
sun iu the heavens, saying, "From 
where tbe ann now atanda, I flght no 
more." 

General Miles, in announcing the 

victory, used tbe terae, significant 
phrase, "Wc have had our usual snc- 
cess. " His full repcn-t described liis 
brave adversaries as "the boldest men 
and best marksmen of any Indians I 
have ever enootmtered, " and Chief Jo- 
seph aa "a man of more sagacity and 
intelligence than any Indian I have 
ever met." — (jeorge E. Pond in Mo- 
Clnre'a Magaaine.

and preciaeneaa that the reader scarcely 
remembers be is absorbing tho ttiought 
of anothor. But even this rare merit 
i)oes nut uei'etfsurily imply great charm 
of style. To achieve the highest kind of 
oharu, of beauty, the ear moat be en- 
chanted while the mind Ifi definitely 
and delicately led. 

If you do not possess an ear for the 
mnsio of prose (which has nothing at 
all to do with the ear for mnalc proper 
and ia different even from an ear for 
verae, and a good deal leaa common), 
no one can make you imderatand the ex- 
trnordluttry l)oauty of Stevenson 's work. 
Bnt if J on do iKtssess this organ you 
will rate him, as an artist, at leiii^t as 
high as uuy poet. The essentials of goo<l 
poetic form, with its organiaed meas- 
ure and aoceatnation and often its de- 
termined rhymes, are symmetry and 
balance, diversified uniformity, varied 
repetition, echoing ass(juauco and reso- 
nance. Tlie essentials of gtK)d prose form 
are a gitvoufnl symmetry, a discreet 
avoidance of actual iu favor of angge4t- 
ed balauoe, harmony iu perpetilial diver- 
sity, no obvious repetitiona or ebholngs 
and yet in every phni^e a recngnition of 
tbe form apd color of all accoiuj^uuying

The City Council of Bellevue held an 
exciting session Thursday night. It was 
a repetition of a fight made two years ago 
againat the re-electio(i by the City Coun- 
oil of Mat Herold as City Attorney. As 
at that time,. Mayor Nagel was presiding 
officer of the %oard of Coonoilmen. 

Thursday night was the time siet for the 
election of a City Attorney, and Council- 
man Uobson presented the name of 
Samuel E. Anderson. Mayor Naftel ruled 
the non>ination out of order and produced 
the State Constitution from which he read 
a section making it compnlaory for every 
officer of a municipality to be a resident 
thereof. Anderson living in Newport 
was, according to Mayor Nagel, ineli^ble 
to the office and the nomination was 
ruled out of order. 

Hobson took an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the Chair, and the Mayor said if 
he had any appeal to make it must be in 
the Courts, and ordered Hobson to sit 
down. Councilman Lawton jumped to 
his feet and said he did not Vropo«<) to 
submit to any s>Hch arbitrary n'.linjj; of tlie 
Chair, and nominated Hobson for Chair- 
nian of the Board. This the Mayor also 
ruled out of order. A compromise was 
finally etlected by Mayor Nagle agreeing 
to Sabmit the case to any reputable at- 
torney for an opinion and abide thereby. 

Two years ago a similar fight was made 
against Herold, who is, according to 
Mayor Nagel's ruling, the only person 
eligible to the office, being the only law- 
yer living in Bellevue, except John D. 
Ellis, who is City Judge, and W. H. 
Lyons, who is a member of the Legisla- 
ture, both being ine!ij;il)le l)v rean iti of 
holding other officers. Then the name of 
N. L. Bennett, now County Judge of 
Campbell County, waa placed in nomina- 
tion 

Mayor Nagel ruled it out of order and 
gained his point. Opiniona on the sub- 
ject were obtained from George Washing- 
ton, a meml)frof the Constitutional <yon- 
vention, who upheld Mayor Nagel and 
from an attorney in Covington, who was 
also a Constitution maker and to<ik a 
contrary stand to the Mayor. Heruld 
was eventaally elected. 

The Council, incliidinj; the Mayor is 
R>-puhlican, wliile ilerold is a Democrat. 
.\t the Republican convention, when all 
the present Council men were nominated, 
a motion was made that every nominee 
of the convention ])ledge himself to vote 
against Herold for City Attorney, but the 
motion waa ruled out of order. James 
PJllis, a Councilman, is a supporter of 
Herold and the stand Mayor Nagel haa 
takan in the matter, bnt the other five 
OooneUmen are agaiiMt him.
